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From her childhood ſhe was of a tender heart, 
and an afflicted ſpirit, though her temptations were 
not ſo great, until ſhe was about twelve years of 
age, after that time they continued for about four 
years, until April 1647. The beginning” of her 
deep temptation. was; thus: — Her governeſs bid 
her do ſomething which the thought uflawful, 
and did it doubtingly; being on that account 
ſelf-condemned, ſhe was ſeized with a great trem- 
bling in her ands and body, and about a month 
after, having as ſhe knew loft her hood; on her 
mother's aſking her for it, ſhe ſuddenly anſwered, 
My gtendmotherhathit,” her heart inftantly con- 
demned her, and her conſcience ſmote her with be- 
ing a liar and a thief, Theſe 1 were the chief cane 
es of her deſpair.
